The infuriated 
rebels, eager for vengeance, gathered 
a force and hurried to the home of a 
Spanish lieutenant on the outskirts of 
Manila.

and 


then began a bloody scene of torture. 
The most savage instincts o£ tho na- 
tives were aroused,

A torrent of misrepresentation and 


falsified statistics is being poured out

On March 1st, 1889,

1893, 
the public debt was reduced §258,- 


783,900 or less than the amount left in 
the treasury at the expiration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland's term. 


When the second administration of 


President Cleveland began there were 
only 8124,128,089 in the treasury. 
The 


billion-dollar congress of Czar Reed 
had got in its \vork, and large sums 
had been squandered in useless ex- 
penditures. 


The McKinley act went into opera- 


tion in October. 1890, and expired Au- 


18SS. 
In that year all the promises of 


prosperity now beintr made by the Mc- 
Kinleyites were scattered broadcast 
throughout the country. .The people 
believed what they were told and the 
republicans were restored to power. 
After two years the McKinley law was 
enacted. You no doubt remember the

Protection the Vile Enemy That Is Con- 


stantly Robbing the People. 


The rabid MeKinleyites who appeal 


to national ' prejudice and sectional 
hatred in an attempt to stir up a com- 
mercial war between this country and 
the British empire, should have their 
eyes opened to the dangerous results 
if their efforts should prove successful, 
by a recent publication of the depart- 
ment of state. 
In a summary of the 


commercial relations of the United 
States with the rest of the world it is 
shown that in 189i Great Britain and 
Ireland took exports from this coun- 
try valued at £431,059,367, or 48.3 per 
cent, of the total exports. Canada took 
856,604,004 worth of our products, and pogfc Dispatcll- 
the other British colonies and posses- 
sions took 892,357,103 worth, a. total of 
§580,030,524, or 05 per cent of all our 
exports. 


Should the republicans be successful 


in the coming elections and proceed to 
carry out their trade-hating and high 
tariff 
theories by shutting British 


goods entirely out of our markets, it 
would be only natural that in self-de- 
fense the British empire, with its popu- 
lation of nearly 300,000,000, should re- 
taliate by excluding American prod- 
ucts. If this were done, and our farm- 
ers and manufacturers were shut out 
of the markets in which they now sell 
65 percent, of their exports, what would 
they do with that great amount of 
their products? It is certain that we 
could notuse them at home. It is also 
certain that there would r.Sot be a de- 
mand for more than a. very small por- 
tion of them in the rest of the world. 
Then our mills now making goods for 
export would be idle. Our farmers 
would find themselves with immense 
surplus crops on their hands which 
they could not sell. 
Idle mills and 


unsold farm products would mean un- 
employed labor and ruined farmers. 
The country would be plung-ed into 
helpless bankruptcy.

Evils of a Curreucy Whose Volume Can 


«• Controlled br a Few Men. 


Whenever a panic occurs iu this coun- 


try or any other, it is due to the attempt 
to make credit do the work of cash. 


Whatever may be the immediate and 


incidental cause, this is the effective 
one which has produced every panic 
from the first and greatest of modern 
times to the latest which followed in 
America the proclamation of three years 
ago against silver. 


The celebrated John Law panic fol- 


lowed immediately on the first really 
systematic attempt to "monetize cred- 
it," and it brought, almost as much 
misery iu its train as a destructive war. 
It was not characterized, however, by 
an attempt to demonetize cash. That 
most potent cause of modern panics 
was not operative in Law's time. He 
brought about his panic by attempt- 
ing to remedy an existing cash shortage 
by floating credit paper into circula- 
tion and trying to make it do the work 
of cash. This discovery is more mod- 
ern, and it is characteristic of what 
is now the Knglish system of banking 
control of the medium of exchange— 
a system which is undoubtedly the most 
efficient scheme of robbing the people, 
of oppressing labor, and taking unjust 
toll from trade, ever devised by the in- 
gemrity of the human intellect. Under 
this plan, the supply of cash is so far 
restricted that a demand is created for 
the circulation of credit paper, and the 
system requires that at all times cash 
in actual circulation shall be no more 
than enough to make clearing's on an 
increasing volume of credits. 


Hence it is the most dangerous sys- 


tem possible for business, and the fact 
that the credit circulating as cash is 
generally paid or "cleared" as cash does 
not make it so. The entire volume of 
credit paper is added to the debt of the 
community. In order to keep it afloat 
the supply of cash in circulation is re- 
stricted. When a stringency comes it 
means a general call for cash to make 
the credit good. 
It means that the 


"sound banker" must do his best to 
draw all possible cash into his reserve 
in order to meet the increasing pres- 
sure on his outstanding credit paper. 


At such times as this the real char- 


acter of the bunk note "based on gold" 
is revealed. It is not money at all and 
is not, based on gold at all, but, being 
a part or the floating debt, it increases 
the pressure for gold. The honesty of 
the banker and his determination that 
his notes shall not go to protest forces 
him to corner gold as far as he can, 
that his reserves of gold may be equal 
to the demands upon them. He also calls 
in his notes, as far as he can, if he be 
"an honest and safe man." 
Thus this 


very reliability increases the stringency 
by decreasing the amount of cash in 
actual circulation, while, on the other 
hand, if the credit paper can be met, 
its volume is also restricted, while on 
Ihe other it is sure to collapse, if it is 
.00 inflated to be met. 


The panic is thus absolutely insepar- 


ible from every attempt to "monetize 
credit." 
The paradox involved in the 


attempt is so clear that it would long 
ngo have condemned the system but for 
the enormous profits the money-dealing 
classes can make while they are al- 
lowed to restrict cash circulation and 
lend out their own notes as cash—that 
is, to have their own private debts is- 
sued as currency, treated as safer than, 
silver and worth as much at interest 
as gold. 


The delusion that this is "sound 


finance" and "honest money" possesses 
some disinterested men who are other- 
wise sane, but it is certainly the most 
extraordinary delusion of the 
Nine- 


teenth century. It has brought on Eng- 
land ever since the beginning of the 
century an average of one panic for 
every ten years, and these panics must 
certainly continue while England al- 
lows its supply of cash to be shortened 
and kept short in order to keep bank 
notes—mere credit paper representing' 
debt—afloat as the principal part of its 
currency. 


We have had panics in sympathy with 


England and will continueto have them 
if we stirrender to the attempt to keep 
the more plentiful and useful of the 
precious metals demonetized in order 
to monetize the silk paper on which, 
corporations print the debts—the def- 
icits, the dollars of a hundred cents less 
than nothing at all—they wish to lend 
out to the business community at the 
highest possible rate of interest they 
can force by the forced restriction of 
the supply of actual cash.—St. Louis

Doc. Goodpastor, the well known 


Horfch Side character, was this after- 
noon sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary for committing an abor- 
tion on the notorious Mary McGlone. 
Despite all the efforts of his attorneys, 
Messrs. Searl & Miller, to save their 
client, the court jverinled the motion 
for a new trial. This ends one of the 
most disgusting and filthy cases ever 
brought into the courts of this county. 
The public long ago sickened of the 
whole affair. 
It is to be hoped that it 


will be a long time before another sim- 
ilar case is reported. 


The motion for a new trial was 


taken up Wednesday evening 
and 


argued until noon today bv the at- 
torneys. 
Quite a quantity of new evi- 


dence was reported to have been discov- 
ered by the defense, and several affi- 
davits were submitted to the court. 
They all sought to show that Good- 
pastor was the victim of a base conspir- 
acy, and that the McGlone girl had 
never been harmed in any way by him. 
Goodpastor's wife, although not called 
in at the time of the trial, was brought 
forward, and in an affidavit in which 
she swore that she was at home all the 
time in the month of November, 1895, 
when the crime is alleged to have been 
committed, and she never knew of tho 
McGlone girl being sick any of the 
time. The McGlones were shown up iu 
the 
affidavit 
ns 
blackmailers 
and 


perjurers of the worst sort. 
Expert 


testimony as to the condition of the 
McGlcme girl was attacked as incom- 
petent. The prosecuting witness being 
an accomplice to the net committed, it 
was maintained by tie attorneys for 
the defense that her testimony should 
have been corroborated. 
The court 


held, however, on their point that the 
circumstances surrounding the case, as 
brought out to the jury, was sufficient 
corroboration. 
Every point made by 


the defense was sweepiugly overruled 
by the court, who declared a firm belief 
in the guilt of the defendant. 


Goodpnstor was in tho court room all 


the time while the motion was being 
argned. He was visibly surprised when 
the judge refused the new trial. 
After 


sentence was passed, he was turned 
over to the sheriff and is now in jail. 
An unsuccessful effort was made to 
secure his temponiry release for a few 
days by furnishing bond.
